Racing's Front Line 


Our guest editorialist this week is Dr. 
Leon Levy, president of the progressive 
Atlantic City Racing Association and, as 
you doubtless will notice. a very outspoken 
man. He exhorts us to be alert to racing’s 
problems, particularly in the area of public 
relations, and he warns against com- 
placency and defensiveness. 

There have been times. we must admit, 
when we, too, were out of patience with 
the plaintive cry, “What will the public 
think?” There are some decisions, par- 
ticularly in the management and admin- 
istrative fields, which need to be made 
within the sport and cannot in good sense 
be influenced by what someone conceives 
to be public opinion. 

One point that Dr. Levy makes, however, 
is that in the first area of public relations 
—that is, the race track’s treatment of its 
patrons—there still is room for vast im- 
provement. A spacious $20-million-dollar 
grandstand is a pleasant convenience, but, 
as Dr. Levy points out, a lower-echelon 
employee can undo with one ugly or 
selfish gesture all of the good will that 
management has striven so hard and spent 
so liberally to build up. 

It is a common error among those within 
racing to confuse their own impressions of 
the sport with the impressions of those 
who pay at the gate. But those who pay 
at the gate are not met there by John 
W. Hanes or Edward T. Dickinson or 
Robert P. Strub; their first encounter is 
with Joe Koposinki, who has an ear ache 
and an unpaid grocery bill. 

We have a dear friend, a quiet, learned, 
rather self-effacing man, who thought it 
would be pleasant to take his wife and 
daughter to Saratoga during the racing 
season. They acquired quarters, and it 
was with a great deal of anticipation that 
they turned themselves out for the first 
day of racing. But 3 or 4 incidents—to be 
sure, taken singly rather minor offenses— 
conspired to spoil the day, and when our 
friends returned to Lexington it was with 
resolution never to go back. A waiter had 
turned them out of their table because 
they weren’t ready to order, an attendant 
had shooed them out of some folding 
chairs which he said were reserved but 
obviously were not, and a guardsman at 
the door of one of the bars had sternly 
admonished the father that he could not 
carry out those glasses. leaving the poor 
man to drink the stuff himself or to invite 
the women in. Though his wife and daugh- 
ter could accept all of this and make the 
best of it, our sensitive friend could not; 


he spent the rest of the afternoon pouting 
under a tree in the paddock. 

Nearly all of us at some time or other 
have had experiences at the track which 
left us in a white rage. The first blunder, 
usually attributable to unfamiliar sur- 
roundings and ground rules, often is our 
own, but when this is not met with courtesy 
and understanding, embarrassement quick- 
ly turns to indignation, and the day is 
lost. 

As Dr. Levy indicates, the employee at 
the gate, the waiter in the grandstand, the 
guard at the door, and the attendant in 
the parking lot are the racing association’s 
front line of public relations. And until 
Mr. Hanes and Mr. Strub man these posts 
themselves. these employees are the racing 
association. 


The 25th Year 


Keeneland opened its 25th meeting on 
Saturday. October 8, and to help com- 
memorate the occasion publicist J. B. Faul- 
coner distributed a 114-page, attractively 
illustrated paperback book, showing the 
growth of the Lexington race track and 
its contributions to Kentucky and to the 
sport of Thoroughbred racing. 

The book, edited by Faulconer, benefits 
immeasureably from more than 200 pic- 
tures, most of them presumably from the 
files of J. C. (Skeets) Meadors, who is 
down on a front page as photography 
editor. The cover was designed by Allen 
F. Brewer, and the book was dedicated 
to Hal Price Headley, “more than any 
other person responsible for Keeneland’s 
inception, growth, and eminence.” 

The Keeneland Story is in 2 sections— 
an historical section, in which each year 
is given 2 facing pages of pictures and 
text, and a statistical section, in which 
is given a tabular history of the traditional 
stakes. records of owners, trainers, and 
jockeys, along with an accounting of 
funds distributed by the track and Keene- 
land Foundation. 

It was the photography which got to us, 
though. For kindling fond memories, there 
is nothing to match a family album. 


Mobile Aid Station 


Narragansett Park will put into use a 
new mobile laboratory to expedite analysis 
of blood and urine samples. The trailer 
lab will be operated by Dr. Norman Her- 
man, who will set up in the stable area.

He warns that the future and prosperity of Thoroughbred racing 
depend in a large measure on how the sport meets its problems. 


Meet Problems Head on as T hey Arrive 


Thoroughbred racing today is every- 
body’s business. Because of its many- 
sided character, racing either had to be- 
come everybody’s business, or fall by the 
wayside. 

On its one side, racing is a tremendous 
revenue producer for the various states in 
which it is operated. On its second side, 
it produces a living for thousands of indi- 
viduals involved in one or more of the vari- 
ous phases of the operation, and produces 
a fair return to investors. On its third 
side, it has pumped large sums of money 
into the various communities in which 
tracks are located. And finally, the most 
important side, it has produced excellent 
sport for the public, and increased inter- 
est in the Thoroughbred. 

So we find this 4-sided creature meaning 
many things to many people. Each of the 
first 3 sides must, of course, be kept 
strong, since each of these points toward 
the fourth side, without which the entire 
structure must fall. With this in mind, 
let us examine our big business, the most 
popular spectator sport. 

I am of the opinion that there’ are 
more controversies in the Thoroughbred 
field than in any other sport or business. 
These involve horsemen, track owners and 
officials, breeders, politicians, and the 
public. Just as long as these controversies 
do not adversely affect the public or public 
relations the industry will survive. When 
the public is involved it becomes a deli- 
cate matter, one which must be handled 
with extreme care. 

First I would like to mention the “fam- 
ily” problems not involving the public. 
Some of these are allocation of dates, 
political appointments to state racing com- 
missions, percentage of purses to horse- 
men, internal problems of track opera- 
tion, breeding farms, etc. Some of these 
are solvable—and some seem to be in- 
solvable—but we must continue to try to 
solve all of them for the benefit of the 
entire industry. 

But when the public and public rela- 
tions become involved they must all be 
solved. A case in point is the Butazolidin 
issue. This was not a public problem 
until the Hlinois Racing Commission ap- 
proved its use. When a newspaper head- 
lined “3 Doped Horses Win At Arlington” 
the entire industry was threatened. This 
threat will hang over us until its use is 
or is not permitted by all the states. If 
all agree to its use, then it must be prop- 
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erly presented to the public, and my opin- 
ion is that this will be very difficult to 
do. I am not taking sides on the merits 
or demerits of Butazolidin. There is a lot 
to be said on both sides, but the adverse 
public reaction and the opening of a wide 
avenue for attacks by the “antis” far out- 
weigh any advantages its use may have to 
horses or tracks. All the good work by the 
TRPB can go for nought. Selfish and 
political interests must not jeopardize the 
already delicate position with the public. 

Politicians, not familiar with racing 
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problems, must stop trying to squeeze 
more out of the public by increasing the 
“bite.” We must educate them to the 
dangers involved—as much danger to the 
state as to the tracks. Here, we may truly 
say, is a possibility of “killing the goose 
that lays the golden egg.” 

Horsemen and tracks must settle differ- 
ences without calling strikes or sit-downs. 
Stewards and veterinarians must be more 
strict in their regulations permitting sore 
horses to go to the post. And something 
must be done to stop clockers reporting 
incorrect works in the racing sheets, which 
is sometimes done at the request of a 
trainer who does not want a fast work 
reported for fear someone may claim the 
horse. Sometimes a true work is hidden 
so that it may be presented to a client. 
Clockers, in an effort to get around report- 


ing a correct work, sometimes will report 
an incorrect horse or the distance that it 
works. If a horse is working five-eighths of 
a mile and gallops out an extra eighth, 
the work is reported as a three-quarter- 
mile work, when obviously the horse has 
been eased up. 


Frequently a horse will be a fairly big 
price in the morning line, but a few min- 
utes before they go off the price drops 
considerably, to where the horse is favored. 
If the horse does not win or run well, 
no harm is done, but as often happens the 
horse does win and causes considerable 
booing and talk about a “boat race.” This 
is particularly true of 2-year-olds before 
they show their true form. Whatever the 
cause, steps should be taken to correct 
this. Hollywood Park approaches this with 
a system, whereby horses entering the 
track are announced, along with the work, 
from pole to pole, that they intend to do. 


The late Bert Bell, commissioner of pro- 
fessional football, once said, ‘““Where other 
than at a track can you drive to the place, 
have an attendant take your car, eat an 
excellent lunch, sit in a most comfortable 
seat, and enjoy an afternoon of sport in 
very beautiful surroundings?” He pointed 
out that many in the big league baseball 
and football stadiums are still sitting on 
3 boards and a number. We have worked 
hard to create this sort of thinking. 


This is all very nice, but too often we 
break down good things that are done. 
Ill will is created by the attitudes and 
activities of some track employees, some 
of whom feel that the track is operating 
for their benefit and personal gain. For 
instance, there is the major domo of 
dining facilities, who must be well tipped 
for reservations. Then there is the usher, 
who takes the seats under his control; he 
systematically covers the seats with paper 
and uncovers them when he receives his 
fee. Also the parking lot attendant, in 
spite of the fact that a track may have a 
no-tipping policy in effect. 

Tracks must continuously improve the 
facilities for the comfort of the patrons 
and impress the importance of courtesy by 
all employees. Tracks and racing commis- 
sions must eliminate all undesirable char- 
acters. A patron whose pocket has been 
picked is not a good mouthpiece. Tracks 
should also go all out to make the sur- 
roundings attractive and comfortable, par-

Sudden, Crippling Injury 
Ends Spunky Bally Ache’s Career 


Cuicaco. Leaving the furlong-pole in 
the overnight $10.000 Gold Cup Prep 
Handicap at Hawthorne last week-end, T. 
V. Lark (123). Bally Ache (122). and 
Hymient (115) battled for the lead. Near 
the sixteenth-pole. Bally Ache appeared to 
bobble as T. V. Lark, which had attempted 
to bear in during most of the stretch run, 
came in, and Hymient came out slightly, 
putting the squeeze on. Even while Bally 
Ache. now obviously in distress, was being 
pulled up, the stewards flashed an inquiry 
sign. 

Bally Ache’s right fore leg dangled 
helplessly, and it appeared that the colt 
had suffered a badly broken leg. 

“That's what I thought when I first saw 
him in the horse ambulance,” said Dr. 
Paul Mitchell. who immediately was called 
in as attending veterinarian. “But after I 
touched it, I knew it wasn’t broken.” 

Dr. Mitchell, 35-year-old native of Mays- 
ville, Ky., and a graduate of Ohio State 
University. set the leg and put it in 
a cast. “We put a special shoe on him, 
too, what we called a raised bar shoe. It’s 
about 214 inches high at the heel. The 
shoe acts like a sort of crutch, and helps 
to immobilize the leg. As the leg starts 
to heal we'll lower the shoe about one-half 
inch at a time.” 

After taking 14 X-ray pictures Dr. 
Mitchell revealed that Bally Ache had 
suffered: 

1. A subluxation (partial dislocation) 
of the right fetlock joint. 

2. A rupture of the collateral ligaments. 

3. A slight displacement of the proxi- 
mal sesamoid bones. 

4. A very small chip of the extensor 
process of the first phalanx (the long 
pastern bone). 

“He’s resting nicely,” Dr. Mitchell said 
2 days later. “His temperature is normal. 
and he doesn’t seem to be in pain. Of 
course, he’s under mild sedation. The 
animal is doing everything well in the 
stall. This horse has an awful lot of sense: 
he protects himself, he lets you treat him 
without fighting you at all, he responds 
well to treatment and handling. He has 
great courage.” 

Dr. Mitchell said that if “nothing un- 
forseen” happened, Bally Ache would 
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recover. “He looks pretty goed as of now.” 

At any rate. Bally Ache has raced his 
last furlong. When Dr. Mitchell deems it 
safe enough for Bally Ache to walk and 
travel—perhaps in a week or 2—one of 
the gamest 3-year-old colts of this or any 
other generation will be sent to Bob Alex-

ander III’s 135-acre Bosque Bonita Farm. 
near Versailles. Ky. There Bally Ache. if 
all goes well. will stand his first season in 
stud next year. 


Alexander was a member of the Turf- 
land syndicate. reportedly headed by Joe 
Arnold of Lexington, which was supposed 


Mrs. Katherine 
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to have purchased Bally Ache for $1,250.- 
000 from Leonard Fruchtman just before 
the colt’s easy victory in the Preakness 
Stakes. Whether that much money ever 
changed hands is not known. Analyzing 
some statements made by Fruchtman after 
Bally Ache’s misadventure at Hawthorne. 
some newsmen decided that the Ohioan 
was still the principal owner of the colt. 
which is insured for $1.000.000. 

Despite his second-place finish to Vene- 
tian Way in the Kentucky Derby. Bally 
Ache raced to the top of the 3-year-old 
division again with a 4-length decision in 
the Preakness. while Venetian Way fin- 
ished far out of it. Before the Derby. Bally 
Ache had dominated the races for 3-year- 
olds in Florida, winning the Flamingo and 
Florida Derby. 

After the Preakness. Bally Ache took 
the Jersey Stakes and then was prepared 
for the Belmont Stakes. The day before 
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the race, he came up with a filled ankle. 
It was nothing serious, the owners said, 
just a wind puff. Nonetheless, Bally Ache 
was sidelined for 214 months. He returned 
to the races at Atlantic City on September 
3. winning a 6-furlong exhibition, and a 
week later, in another betless race, de- 
feated Royal Native and 2 others in a 
1,;-mile grass prep for the United Nations 
Handicap. As a 9-to-5 favorite. Bally 
Ache (122) finished third to T. V. Lark 
(120) and Sword Dancer (127) in the 
United Nations. 214 lengths back of the 
winner. Then came his ill-fated race in 
Chicago last week. where he was prepar- 
ing for the $100.000-added Hawthorne 
Gold Cup on October 15. 


Hymient defeated T. V. Lark by a nose 
in that 9-furlong qualifier. *Rigoletto II 
was third, 5 lengths back and a nose in 
front of Bally Ache. Santaigo and Noble 
Sel were close behind. John Seilers. aboard 
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T. V. Lark, inadvertently lost the race. 
Some 90 or 100 yards from the finish line, 
he had glanced back to see what had 
happened to Bally Ache. The stewards, 
incidentally, viewed pictures of the race 
and said nothing untoward had happened. 

Bally Ache had stumbled at the start, 
but had recovered quickly to set a well- 
judged pace, even while attempting to 
bear out much of the way. 

“There was no possible chance for the 
injury to have happened at the start,” 
Dr. Mitchell said. “I don’t think it even 
happened at the sixteenth-pole, not com- 
pletely. It had to happen near the finish 
line. because he couldn’t have gone far 
with that kind of injury. It’s very rare. 
I never saw one before.” 

Bally Ache retired with 3-year-old earn- 
ings of $455,045, leading all horses in 1960 
in this department. T. V. Lark is second 
with $393,900. 

At 2 Bally Ache earned $303.477, giving 
him a 2-year career total of $758,522 based 
on 31 starts, 16 victories, 9 seconds, and 
4 thirds. Bally Ache won 5 stakes at 2, 
the richest being the Great American, in 
which first money was $36.580. but he en- 
deared himself as a tough-luck colt which 
ran second in 5 $100,000-added races, 
losing by a total of less than 2 lengths. 

His breeding (*Ballydam—Celestial 
Blue. by Supremus) indicated to most 
“experts” that he would be strictly a 
sprinter, but Bally Ache surprised nearly 
everyone. Probably his best race at 2 was 
in the 1;';-mile Garden State Stakes, in 
which he was defeated half a length by the 
2-year-old champion Warfare. 

According to Fruchtman, who’s in the 
steel business in Toledo, he got Bally Ache 
in this fashion: “I'd done some business 
with Carl Riefkin, who owns the Newport 
Steel Mills, in Newport. and I told him I 
was in the market for a yearling or 2. 
He took me to this Twin Oak Farm, near 
Walton. which is owned by Marvin and 
Alan Gaines. Marvin Gaines was there, 
and he showed me Bally Ache and this 
other one that later was called Keen Blade 
(by Cientifico—Saber Sharp). I liked 
Keen Blade, that’s what kind of a horse 
expert I was. Gaines wanted to sell them 
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(r d place was Harbor View Farm’s Garwol (outside). The winner's time: 1:24.

in a package deal, $2,500 apiece. I wasn’t 
keen on Bally Ache, but I sent my trainer, 
Jimmy Pitt. to look at them later. He 
okayed them and so I bought them.” 


KENTUCKY 
Fitz and Company 


Keeneland opened its 11-day fall meet- 
ing on the overcast afternoon of October 8. 
and despite possible competition from a 
morning appearance of Democratic presi- 
dential nominee Sen. John Kennedy and 
the final day of the Lexington trots, the 
crowd of 9.314 was greater than that which 
attended the first day last fall. 

The feature event was the Fayette Hand- 
icap, and betting interest concentrated on 
J. C. Hauer’s Little Fitz, which was 
coupled with E. A. Dust’s *Die Hard. The 
only entry in the 9-horse field, it was 
favored at 7 to 5. Second choice, at 11 to 
5, was W. S. Miller’s Better Bee. carrying 
top weight of 118 pounds. 

Breaking from the eighth post position, 
Little Fitz engaged Better Bee immediate- 
ly after the start and raced at his throat- 
latch to the far turn. At the end of the 
first 6 furlongs the leaders were 214 
lengths in front of Aesthetic, which was 
followed by Atomic Jet, *Die Hard, Sir 
Kantar, Alibruga, Toby’s Brother, and 
Lone Wolf. The pace-maker weakened, 
and Little Fitz moved into the lead ap- 
proaching the furlong-pole. Toby’s Brother, 
moving on the outside, rapidly picked up 
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horses. but Little Fitz held him safe, win- 
ning by a length. Two lengths farther back 
was Better Bee, three quarters of a length 
in front of Aesthetic and Lone Wolf, which 
dead-heated for fourth money. Better Bee’s 
rider claimed that the winner had inter- 
ferred with his mount at the top of the 
stretch, but the stewards found no cause to 
change the order of finish. 


On the morning after the Fayette, train- 
er Bob Steele. a tall. lean, 40-year-old Lex- 
ingtonian, waiched Little Fitz walk under 
the shed. “He’s just fine.” Steele said. 
“You can see that for yourself. Little Fitz 
puts his best into it every time, and he 
never quits. He’s won right at $100,000 
this year—I don’t know exactly what the 
drag was yesterday—but he is a good 
horse, and when he’s been beat they had 
to run in track-record time, or close to it. 
Of course, I think his greatest race was 
the Michigan Mile and One-Sixteenth, not 
because it was worth more money, either; 
but he lost his lead on the stretch turn and 
then dug in and made up 2 lengths to win 
by a neck right on the wire. Hymient was 
second, and we were giving him 4 pounds. 
Then in the Seaway, Little Fitz had 119 
and Hymient had 113. He beat us, but he 
had to cut a fifth off the track record to 
do it. That Hymient is a good horse, you 
know; he won that Gold Cup Prep in 
Chicago yesterday.” 

Steele got up to speak to a hot walker, 
refilled his coffee cup, and continued: 
“After Keeneland we’re going on to Louis- 
ville (Churchill Downs). Little Fitz won 


the Churchill Downs and the Louisville 
Handicaps there this spring. He set a new 
track record in the Louisville Handicap, 
1:4224. His dam Ari’s Mona held the same 
record for a long time. Mr. Hauer (Little 
Fitz’s breeder and owner) bred and owned 
her, too; in fact, he trained her when she 
won the Kentucky Oaks in 1950 and set 
the record, which stood until Bornastar 
set the one (1958) that Little Fitz broke. 
Mr. Hauer lost Ari’s Mona last year. She 
died foaling, but he saved the foal—a colt 
by Nahar, which is now a yearling. He 
sent it to Mr. Tollie Young down in Paris 
to be raised on a nurse mare, and I think 
he is still there, but I’m not sure. 

“You might think that because Mr. 
Hauer trained horses himself, he’d be a 
hard man to work for. But he couldn’t be 
better. Of course, a man who pays the 
bills is entitled to know everything that’s 
going on, and we discuss plans; but he 
has let me do what I thought best, and it’s 
worked out good for both of us. 

“Right at first. when I got him, Mr. 
Hauer thought that Little Fitz was strictly 
a sprinter, but I tried him in works, and 
found he can go a distance just as well. 
He’s a temperamental horse, in a way, and 
I believe that if he hadn’t geen gelded he 
would never have developed into such a 
good one. Maybe he wouldn’t have been 
anything at all. 

“Little Fitz is a real good doer. He'll fill 
up on me quick if he doesn’t get to race. 
If I can race him every 8 or 10 days he 
doesn’t take much work, and I just blow 
him out. After Detroit, I couldn’t find a 
race for him in Chicago until Hawthorne 
opened. I told them I didn’t expect them 
to write a special race for my horse, just 
open the door so I could run him, and I 
didn’t care what horses he’d have to meet, 
either. He didn’t get a race at all in Au- 
gust, and then I had to start back on him 
and sprinted him 3 times at Hawthorne. 
but he is in fine shape now.”

Clarification 


A bulletin of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners, in distri- 
bution this week, includes a letter to 
NASRC_ headquarters from Walter H. 
Donovan, explaining his position on the 
medication rule recently adopted by the 
Thoroughbred Research Committe (The 
Blood-Horse of October 8, page 879). 


. .. the only vote by committee mem- 
bers was that taken in the morning of the 
session and concerned a philosophy for a 
rule rather than the exact wording. The 
philosophy upon which we voted was ex- 
pressed in [alternate] rules . . . the basic 
question being whether or not a rule 
should contain a permissive list of drugs. 
I voted for Rule I, thus expressing oppo- 
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sition to a permissive list. Rule 2 was 
adopted by a 5-to-4 vote. 

“The issue having been resolved by ma- 
jority vote, we then jointly endeavored to 
agree on the phraseology of Rule 2 to be 
presented. and it was my desire that since 
this was the rule adopted that it be modi- 
fied to make it as strong as possible. This 
cannot be taken to mean that I changed 
my vote concerning a permissive list of 
drugs. and I would like the record to show 
that I opposed the inclusion of such a 
list and still stand so opposed.” 

The rule finally agreed upon, published 
in The Blood-Horse last week, was in 2 
parts: a section prohibiting the adminis- 
tration of a medication which “may affect 
... performance in a specific race.” and 
a section making it possible for the 
NASRC to set up a “technical committee” 
to study and pass on medications. 


MARYLAND 


Hock-Deep in Plans 


Battimore. The Rasin Committee study- 
ing Maryland racing. now in the fourth 
month of its pregnancy, has tentatively 
tabled a hearing for October 25 to air a 
proposal for off-course betting. Committee 
chairman Sen. George B. Rasin Jr. (D.- 
Kent), who has been “bombarded with 
off-course betting information,” said that 
his group was considering the matter only 
because it had its ear cocked for anyone 
with an idea which could promote better 
racing in Maryland. 

Discussion of off-course betting implies 
neither acceptance nor rejection of the 
idea, Rasin cautioned. Backers of the pro- 
posal refer to their plan as an “expansion 
of betting facilities,” rather than off-course 
betting, which they feel has a detrimental 
connotation. Their system reportedly in- 
volves theaters equipped with closed-cir- 
cuit television and electronic pari-mutuel 
hook-ups. 

The Rasin Committee. advised by Dr. 
Robert J. Clark, its $2,000-a-month econ- 
omist from New York, is now entering the 
final phase of its work. The views of each 
of the state’s 12 Thoroughbred and_har- 
ness associations, the racing commission, 
and affiliated Turf groups have been so- 
licited in order to determine the best 
course of action whereby the structure of 
Maryland racing may be improved. 

The committee. designed to serve the 
best interests of the racing public, breed- 
ers. horsemen. and management, as well 
as the state, is now engaged in reviewing 
the scores of recommendations advanced 
by interested parties. These range from 
a request for approval of Thoroughbred 
night racing at Baltimore Raceway (now 
a harness track), to abandonment of the 
Bel Air, Cumberland, and Hagerstown

The entry of Little Fitz and *Die Hard was 
favored at 7 to 5 for the Fayette Handicap. Little 
Fitz forced the pace of Better Bee into the far 
turn, gained command approaching the furlong- 
pole, and drew clear to win by a length. Better 
Bee’s rider claimed foul against the winner but 
the result stood up. 

Enjoying his best season, the 5-year-old Little 
Fitz last spring at Churchill Downs won the 
Churchill Downs Handicap, then the Louisville 
Handicap in record time.

minor tracks, to extension of the 3 mile 
tracks’ dates from 120 days to 180, to 
temporary tax relief until such time as 
track facilities may be improved. 

The harness tracks favor hiking the 
take-out from 15 to 16 per cent. R. Bruce 
Livie. chairman of the Maryland Racing 
Commission, is on record as favoring ex- 
perimentation in night Thoroughbred 
racing. Without straining too much, he can 
see a silver lining to off-course betting, as 
well. Raisin and his committeemen are 
making a concerted effort to leave no stone 
unturned in their study (reference to an 
investigation is taboo). They have toured 
the Big A, Atlantic City, as well as the 
state’s tracks, and are hock-deep in re- 
ports, surveys and graphs dealing with 
wagering, personal income, effects of in- 
flation, population growth, etc. The com- 
mittee was formed as a result on an abor- 
tive attempt to push through the Mary- 
land General Assembly the so-called 
“Czarist bill,” which would have given 
the racing commission carte blanche au- 
thority to usurp the Assembly’s vested au- 
thority to allocate and transfer racing 
dates. 

The committee’s report will be turned 
over to the Legislative Council (a trouble- 
shooting group), probably in late Novem- 


ber or early December. The council, in 
turn,( will report in January to the Gen- 
eral Assembly for enabling legislation to 
implement any recommendations it may 
make. 

No one is prepared at this time to state 
just what form these recommendations will 
take, but marked change appears inevit- 
able. Fortunately, the 1961 meeting of the 
General Assembly in Annapolis will be 
a 90-day session, as opposed to the short 
30-day conclaves in even years. The solons 
may need every one of those 90 days to 
process the racing legislation that is in 
motion.

1.350 stalls and we've got 1,088 stalls avail. 
able. There’ve been 185 trainers applying, 
and 87 of ‘em are new. 

“The biggest batch comes from New 
York—360 horses. And that’s my biggest 
problem. I know most of the New York 
horses are runners. But when will they 
get here? And when they do get here, are 
they going to run for us or wait for Hia- 
leah to open?” 

Vickers started riffling through the 
Chicago applications. When he got to “T” 
he winced. 

“Here’s Harold Tinker. Still got Deem- 
ster. Every time I see that name I feel 
like crawling in a hole.” 

It was Deemster and Teacher which 
were involved in the infamous dead heat 
and double win pay-off at Tropical last 
winter. After the placing judge had named 
Deemster the winner, they checked a dry 
print and decided it actually was a dead 
heat. Saul Silberman, Tropical president, 
magnanimously decided to pay off the win 
end for both horses. And all hell broke 
loose. 

P. G. Johnson had applied for 15 stalls 
—and would get them. Johnson was lead- 
ing trainer at Tropical last winter, and 
he has the stock to have another big meet- 
ing this year. 

The list included the standbys owned by 
Johnson—Black Mask and Twelve Bells— 
plus some new ones, notably the Florida- 
bred stakes winners owned by Mary Keim 
—Heroshogala and Indian Maid. 

Jimmy Pitt had applied for 8 stalls, 
heading the list with Bally Ache. Under 
preferred distance for Bally Ache, Pitt 
had written, “short or long.” 

It could be assumed that Tropical would 
get Royal Native this winter. Her owner, 
Bill MacDonald Jr., is the new Tropical 
treasurer, replacing Ralph DeChiaro, and 
he owns 45 per cent of the track’s stock. 

“The only trouble is,” said Vickers, 
“Bill hasn’t applied for stalls. He’d better 
get around to it pretty soon. I guess, 
though, he carries some influence with 
the management.” 

The breakdown on October 5 showed the 
following stall applications: New York. 
360 horses, 42 trainers; New Jersey, 280 
horses, 38 trainers; Chicago. 317 horses. 
44 trainers: New England. 138 horses, 21 
trainers; Michigan, 104 and 13; and Ohio- 
Kentucky. 88 and 16. 

“The big thing is how much will they 
run for Tropical.” Vickers said. “I expect 
2 races per stall, and hope for 3. That 
doesn’t mean every horse stabled here 
has to run 2 or 3 times, but it does mean 
that the stable should average out to that 
number.” 

“Last year we screened the applications 
so carefully we eliminated too many cheap 
horses. Then we found that we needed 
them. 

“The way the conditions will read. we'll 
have good races for good horses—if they'll 


run. If not, we'll have cheaper races.” 
Tommy Engelman, new Tropical racing 

secretary, has his first condition book in 

print. covering the first 6 days. The open- 


ing-day conditions call for 4 distance 
races. 

“We want to have an average of 4 
route races a day.” Vickers said. “I think 
Tommy’s conditions are excellent. He 
seems to know just what we want and 
need here. I wasn’t entirely responsible for 
the decision to make him racing secretary, 
but I think we made a wise move.” 

The opening-day feature will be the 
Hurricane Handicap, $10,000-added, for 
3-year-olds and upward going 6 furlongs. 
There also is a Hurricane Handicap Con- 
solation, at 514 furlongs (a distance presi- 
dent Silberman detests), which Vickers 
hopes will siphon off enough horses to 
prevent splitting the stakes. 

Jack Price, on his stall applications, had 
listed Carry Back as an allowance horse. 
Carry Back, of course, won the Cowdin 
at Belmont Park. 

At the other extreme, one trainer listed 
a horse as in the $7,500 class. When Vick- 
ers checked, he found the horse had run 
a few days previously for $3,000.

Victoria Park. the all-time leading Cana- 
dian-bred money-winner, has been retired 
from racing and will stand next year at 
the National Stud Farm, Oshawa. Canada. 
Mr. and Mrs. E. P. Taylor. the colt’s 
breeders and owners, made the announce- 
ment on October 8 at Woodbine. where 
Victoria Park paraded under their colors 
before a racing crowd for the last time. 

Victoria Park won 10 races and earned 
$249,932. At 2 he won the Clarendon. Cor- 
onation Futurity. and Remsen Stakes. and 
the Cup and Saucer Handicap. This year 
he won the Queen’s Plate and Leonard 
Richards Stakes. finished second in the 
Flamingo.

After the Leonard 
Richards Stakes. which he took in track- 
record time. he was flown to California 
for the Ho!lywood Derby.

ticularly to women. Cleanliness, especially 
in washrooms, is very important. 

When unwarranted attacks by news- 
papers—for example, the encepholomye- 
litis scares—appear, a strong, joint coun- 
ter-attack should be made. The same when 
stories appear about doped horses. If we 
can’t get our side across in the news 
stories, we should buy space in newspapers 
—and if necessary on television and radio. 

The racing industry has a joint problem: 
We must never relax our effort to cater 
to and respect the public (this includes 
tracks. owners. trainers, breeders, racing 
commissioners. and all those allied with 
the industry). and we must do everything 
possible to protect our 4-sided structure 
and keep Thoroughbred horse racing the 
nation’s leading spectator sport.

The Age of the Sire, 
Quality of His Offspring 


By J. A. Estes 


There has been speculation from time 
to time that increasing age of a stallion, 
like that of a broodmare, tends to be as- 
sociated with a lower average level of 
racing ability in the offspring, especially 
if the horse remains in service after reach- 
ing the age of 19 or 20. When A. S. Hew- 
itt, L. P. Doherty, and Kent Hollingsworth 
studied the problem a dozen years ago, 
they concluded, from their unpublished 
data on 17 successful stallions, that the 
odds favored the younger horses in the 
ratio of about 2.3 to 1. 

Among the 5.645 foals by Black Toney, 
Broomstick, *Challenger II, Pennant, 
Reigh Count, *Sir Gallahad III, *Wrack, 
and other long-lived stallions they found 
82 distinguished runners, 1.4 per cent of 
the total. Of the 1,471 foals in the first 
5 crops, 2.3 per cent were outstanding 
horses; of the 4,174 foals in subsequent 
crops, 1 per cent were outstanding. (In 
percentages of winners and stakes winners 
they found no important variations from 
the average of the breed.) Probing from 
other directions failed to verify the 2.3-to-1 
ratio—and also failed to upset their con- 
viction that a relationship existed between 
the age of the sire and the chance of, his 
getting an outstanding horse. 

Dr. Charles Buell, of Buellton, Calif., 
became interested in the speculation con- 
cerning the age of stallions when he was 
a student in the College of Agriculture 
and Home Economics at the University of 
Kentucky. He undertook an investigation 
of it, not under academic supervision, but 
as a spare-time project during his Air 
Force service and later while he was study- 
ing for his veterinary degree at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. He did a pro- 
digious amount of work in assembling 
data and making calculations. A few 
months ago he gave the result of his labors 
—in a loose-leaf notebook about 214 inch- 


es thick—to one of his teachers at the 
University of Kentucky, Dr. Dewey G. 
Steele, Department of Animal Husbandry. 
Through Dr. Steele, the material was made 
available to The Blood-Horse. 

As source of his data, Buell used Thor- 
oughbred Sires and Dams for the years 
1940 through 1954, recording the earnings 
of 3-year-old runners got by stallions foal- 
ed in the 5-year period 1927-31. Instead 
of using the average-earnings index in the 
form familiar to readers of The Blood- 
Horse, he achieved a similar result in 
more laborious fashion by adjusting act- 
ual earnings in each year to the average 
expectancy of 1940, when the average 
money per starter was $1,200. The pro- 
cess involved several extra calculations, 
especially for summing and averaging the 
totals of different years, but in the end 
the method employed was similar to that 
of the earnings index. 

(The task of accumulating data would 
have been much easier, of course, if sire 
records had been available in the format 
used for the first time in American Race 
Horses, 1958, and perhaps for the last 
time in American Race Horses, 1959. If it 
were possible to sustain the expense of 
publishing the ARH list over a period of 
many years, data would be available for 
definitive solution of the sire-age question 
and for numerous other problems.) 

At the time Buell set the limits on his 
study, he had only 15 years of data readily 
available, 1940 through 1954. He elected, 
after trial testing, to use as his sample 
the stallions foaled in the 1927-31 period 
which were at stud in North America 
from the ages of 9 to 19 and which during 
this period were represented by at least 
10 3-year-old starters. The study was limit- 
ed to a single age group “because horses 
of different ages have different earning 
capacities, and the number of represent- 
atives in the various age groups do not 
maintain a constant relationship to one 
another throughout a sire’s productive life. 
For example, the first year a sire’s pro- 
geny reach the race track, they will nat- 
urally all be 2-year-olds, while in the 
twilight of his career he will be represent-

It was reasoned that earnings of the 
3-year-old correlate most closely with its 
racing capacity. Two-year-olds are often 
not fully exploited, and older horses are 
often handicapped by injuries.” 

Stallions foaled in- 1927 were 9 years 
old in 1936, when their 3-year-olds of 1940 
were conceived, and were 19 years old in 
1946 when their 3-year-old runners of 1950 
were conceived. At the other end of the 
series were stallions foaled in 1931, with 
3-year-old progeny racing in the 1944-54 
period. 

For each stallion, the mean annual 
earnings (in terms of 1940 dollars) of 
all the 3-year-old runners over the entire 
ll-year period was computed, and _ this 
average was taken as an index of unity 
(1.0000) for the stallion under consider- 
ation. Thus it was possible to express the 
annual record of each stallion in terms of 
an index, or ratio, obtained by dividing 
the mean annual earnings by the mean for 
the entire 1l-year period. 

As an example, Buell cites a hypothet- 
ical stallion which had 10 3-year-old 
starters in each of the 11 years. The 110 
runners earned an average of $1,000, cor- 
rected to the 1940 base. The 10 horses con- 
ceived when the sire was 9 years old aver- 
aged $1.050, and the index for that year 
was 1.050 (1.050 divided by 1,000). The 
10 conceived when the sire was 19 years 
old earned an average of $950, and the 
index for that year was .950. 

Using this method and summing. the 
records of the 94 stallions, Buell obtained 
the following results for the entire sample. 
The last column gives the indexes obtained 
after stakes winners were excluded from 
the calculation; this precaution was taken 
in order to account for the possibility that 
results might be warped by the extremely 
high earnings of a very few horses.

Before proceeding with his final calcu- 
lations, Buell took the precaution to de- 
termine the mean age of the dams of the 
3-year-old starters corresponding to each 
age for the total group of stallions. The 
range of these averages was very narrow, 
from 9.99 years for the dams of horses 
got by 10-year-old stallions to 11.37 years 
for the mates of 19-year-old stallions. 


For his final appraisal of the data, 
Buell employed a statistical approach sug- 
gested to him by Dr. Stanley S. Shor, as- 
sociate professor of statistics in the Whar- 
ton School of Finance and Commerce at 
the University of Pennsylvania. It entailed 
analysis of the individual records of all 
the stallions in the sample which were rep- 
resented by starters in each of the 11 years 
of the study period. Thirty-eight of the 
94 stallions met this requirement and qual- 
ified for inclusion in the final statement 
of the results. 

Buell’s statement of the method for an- 
alyzing each stallion’s record: 


“The mean corrected average earnings 
per start for all of the 3-year-old starters 
was calculated for each year in the 11- 
year period. Then, for each stallion, the 
line of least squares was calculated for 
this series. The line of least squares is that 
straight line which most truly represents 
the trend of a series of data over a period 
of time. The formula for such a straight 
line is a equals bx plus c, where b repre- 
sents the slope of the line. If b has a 
positive sign, the values we are plotting 
have a positive trend with the passage of 
time, and if b has a negative sign, the 
values we are plotting have negative 
trend with the passage of time. 

“Tt was found that 27 of the 38 stallions 
had negative b values for their lines of 
least squares, and 11 had positive values.

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a positive b value for the line of least 
squares as there would be with a negative 
b value. Upon testing 38 stallions we would 
expect roughly 19 to have positive b values 
and rougly 19 to have negative b values. 
The farther the departure from these find- 
ings, the more certain it becomes that 
there is in fact a significant trend and 
that it is not merely the result of the 
element of chance. 

“In this problem the line of least 
squares was calculated for 38 stallions, 
and it was found that 27 had negative b 
values and 11 had positive 6 values. By 
the application of probability, formulae, 
it was determined that the chance of ob- 
taining 27 or more negative 6 values from 
38 determinations is .0069265. This means 
that there is significance at the 1 per cent 
level, or that there is less than one 
chance in a hundred that the findings are 
coincidental.” 

Thus, after the most extensive study of 
the question ever made. Dr. Buell arrives 
at the conclusion that the increasing age 
of a stallion does tend to be associated 
with a lower average level of racing abil- 
ity in the offspring. A few notes, however, 
remain to be appended. 

The 11 stallions reported as having posi- 
tive b values—that is, as having shown a 
tendency toward getting better runners as 
they grow older—were *Bull Dog. *Chal- 
lenger II, Discovery, Gallant Fox, Ques- 


tionnaire. Halcyon, Khorasan, Pilate, *Mio 
d’Arezzo, Okapi, and Sweeping Light. 

The 27 which showed the opposite 
tendency were *Craig Park, Morsel, *By- 
Pass II, Clock Tower, *Jacopo, James- 
town, Pari-Mutuel. Sir Andrew, Boatswain, 
Economic. Flag Pole, Hygro, *Man 
O’Night. Osculator, *Papworth, Tick On, 
War Hero. Head Play, Trace Call, War 
Glory, Chicstraw, *Easton, Flint Shot, 
Peace Chance, Soon Over, Time Supply, 
and Top Row. 

A question is posed by the fact that the 
11 stallions with positive 6 values were 
far more successful, as a group, than the 
other 27. Was declining opportunity (in 
the average quality of their mates) an im- 
portant factor contributing toward the de- 
clining success of the offspring of the 
larger group? 

Another question which rises almost of 
itself: Would the results have been more 
conclusive if the full range of each stal- 
lion’s lifetime in service had been taken 
into consideration, including the years be- 
fore the age of 9 and the years after the 
age of 19? Or if the study has been limited 
to stallions which remained in a relatively 
constant environment and had approxi- 
mately equal opportunities from youth? 

Scientists, accustomed to harboring 
doubt until a hypothesis has been substan- 
tiated by repeated investigations, will ask: 
Was the final sample of 38 stallions large 


enough and representative enough to elim- 
inate the chance that the results reflected 
other factors to a greater extent than they 
reflected the aging of the male parent? 
Was the line of least squares the most ap- 
propriate statistical method? 

Data for studying the problem, and per- 
haps for answering some of the questions 
here raised, have been accumulating in the 
office of The Blood-Horse for years, but 
the compilation of lifetime records of 
stallions. horse by horse and year by year, 
proceeds at a slow pace, and the infor- 
mation at hand is not yet enough to pro- 
vide a basis for conclusion. 

In the meantime, Dr. Buell’s investiga- 
tion stands as the most extensive study of 
the question. The age of the sire, he finds, 
is related to the quality of the offspring. 

If the hypothesis is verified by further 
study, Dr. Buell’s conclusion that age of 
the stallion is related to quality of off- 
spring will be of major significance, since 
no such relationship has been established 
elsewhere in the field of animal breeding. 
If there is a genetic change in the germ 
cells of aging stallions, the basis for the 
change is still unknown. It is not incon- 
ceivable that germ cells in an aged animal 
may mature in a physiological environ- 
ment less favorable than in a young ani- 
mal. But the problem needs further study 
before the conclusion can be accepted as 
more than a tentative one.

Puissant Chef Upset 


Favorites 1n French Classic 


The biggest upset of the 1960 French 
racing season occurred at Longchamp on 
October 9 when the Aga Khan’s 3-horse 
entry of Charlottesville, Sheshoon, and 
Princillon went down to defeat in the 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. Charlottesville 
was sixth, beaten by about 10 lengths, and 
his half-brother Sheshoon, left at the post, 
closed from far back to finish ninth. 

Henry Aubert’s Puissant Chef was an 
impressive winner by 3 lengths over Hau- 
tain (Sky High—Haura, by Rialto), with 
Point d’Amour III (Meridien—Pointe des 
Landes. by Quai d’Orsay) another 3 
lengths back in third place. All had come 
from far back; the winner had just one 
horse beaten after the first quarter-mile. 
Puissant Chef worked his way up to sixth 
place entering the straightaway on the 
extreme outside and then had little diffi- 
culty pulling away from his field. All the 
horses finishing in front of Charlottesville 


were 3-year-olds with fourth place going 
to Esquimau, making only the third start 
of his career. 


The race was run in a driving rain, and 
the heavy track resulted in a slow time for 
the 1144 miles of 2:44 against the record 
for the race of 2:32. 


In his last previous start Puissant Chef 
had won the French St. Leger (Prix Royal 
Oak) over a similarily soft course, winning 
handily from Wordpam and Or du Rhin. 
The Are de Triomphe was his third 
straight victory after having been beaten 
by Charlottesville in their earlier meetings 
this year. In the Prix Jean Prat Puissant 
Chef was second to Angers, ill-fated favor- 
ite in the Epsom Derby. He then was beat- 
en by Charlottesville in the Prix Lupin, 
Prix du Jockey Club, and the Grand Prix 
de Paris, never finishing as good as third 
in the 3 races. As a 2-year-old he won a 
minor race in 2 starts.

Threat from France 


Lonpon. A 3-length victory by the Aga 
Khan’s lovely filly Opaline II in the 6- 
furlong Cheveley Park Stakes at Newmar- 
ket on September 28 means that once 
again the French threaten to dominate the 
One Thousand Guineas. 


Three winners of this race, as well as 
4 of the placed horses, have been trained 
in France in the last 5 years, and, to 
make our prospects for next year look 
even more gloomy, Opaline II is rated 
several pounds behind Etinenne Pollet’s 
Nimbus filly High Bulk. winner of the 
Prix Robert Papin at Maisons-Laffitte. 

There is no doubt that Opaline II’s task 
was made easier by the absence of the 
top-ranking English fillies Sweet Solera 
and Ambergris, victims of the coughing 
epidemic. 

But among those she beat were Kerra- 
bee (National Stakes at Sandown), Aban- 
illa (Princess Margaret Stakes at Ascot). 
Silken Yogan. which had won 2 races in 
Ireland and had run the York winner 
Kathy Too to a length and a half in the 
Phoenix Stakes, and Crisper. which had 
won a valuable race at Sandown in August. 

Opaline II had won 2 races at Deauville 
in August, making every yard of the run- 
ning. and she was never headed in the 
Cheveley Park. although Kerrabee drew to 
within half a length of her a furlong from 
home. After that Australian George Moore 
had only to push her out with his hands; 
she won as she liked. 

Opaline II is by Hyperion. to which she 
bears an uncanny resemblance, and _ it 
would be an amazing achievement if this 
great horse could have the winner of a 
classic race at the age of 31, which he will 


be when the One Thousand Guineas is 
run next April. 

The dam Martine. by Palestine out of 
Pale Ale, was third in the Eclipse Stakes. 
Pale Ale was the dam of Amante, which 
won the Irish Oaks. and was second to 
Bella Paola in the One Thousand Guineas 
2 years ago. 

An English filly, which could be the 
main danger to Opaline II next year, made 
her debut in the Donnington Stakes at 
Newbury 2 days after the Cheveley Park 
Stakes. This was Anise, a bay by Never 
Say Die out of Ma Soeur Anne (Majano), 
which produced Gilles de Retz, winner of 
the Two Thousand Guineas in 1956. Anise, 
which had given her trainer Peter Walwyn 
no indication of her merit, could not have 
won more easily from a good-class field. 
She will not run again this season, and her 
main objective is the One Thousand 
Guineas.

The winner is by the English horse 
Faux Tirage from Veine d’Or. 

The tiny mare is heading south for the 
cup races in Melbourne, and a reproduc- 
tion of her Epsom form would put her 
well in either the Caulfield or the Mel- 
bourne Cup. 


Second leg of the double, the Metro- 
politan, was won by a 5-year-old gelding 
which a couple of days earlier was de- 
feated in a minor event. He is by Red 
Wind (Emperor—Light Lady). Emperor 
is by Djebel; the dam’s parents were Sig- 
nal Light and Mary Maid, by Son-in-Law. 

With only 98 pounds on his back Red 
Wind was able to hold off the New Zea- 
land stayer Waipari (a 6-year-old gelding 
by Summertime—Taction), carrying 125 
pounds, and another New Zealander, 
Sparkler (5-year-old gelding by Panair— 
Golden Trinket). 

Waipari at evens was the hottest favorite 
in Metropolitan history, but found it im- 
possible to concede 27 pounds to the win- 
ner. There were only 1] runners, and the 
winner took 2:46 3/10 for the trip. 

The A. J. C. Derby was won by the 
young brother of Prince Darius (Persian 
Book—Lyrical Lass) in a thrilling fin- 
ish with outsider Le Storm, from Queens- 
land. with the brilliant Sky High (Sky- 
line’s brother) in third place after trying 
to lead throughout. Shock of the race was 
that the popular filly Wenona Girl was 
last of the 7 to reach the judge. 

Despite his defeat. Waipari retains his 
position as Caulfield Cup favorite. Valeri- 
us has joined Tulloch on the first line of 
Melbourne Cup quotes.
